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The River Ivel is a pretty little tributary of the Ouse 
which joins the parent 'river a few miles from the 
Huntingdon border. For a good distance it is navigable, 
having been canalised so as to give water connection to 
Biggleswade and Sheft'ord. Blunham is a secluded little 
village on its banks, possessing a splendid Norman 
church, a fourteenth century Manor House, and on the 
river banks a charmingly situated mill. 
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
